Vhe coroner from Olds and the 
mounted police came down to Dids- 
bury on Uhursday last to enquire into 
Mr, Mueller’s death but decided that 
it was purely accidental and that there 
was no need of an inquest. 

The accident happened just as the 
Pioneer was being printed and conse: 
quently only a part of the papers con- | 
tained the sad news of the accident as| 
the other part was completed. For, 
the benefit of those who did not get 
this news we give a more extended ‘re- 
port below, 

Mr. Mueller had driven into town 
on Wednesday, March 6th, in the 
afternoon with Mrs. Mueller on busi- 
ness, after which he left her to stay 
in town for supper with friends, in- 
tending hitnself tocome in the even- 
ing to attend church services and to 
take his wife home. It seems that he 
was driving a new team which he had 
just shortly before purchased and 
upon arriving at the railruad crossing 
near his home he stopped to let the 5 
o'clock north bound train pass, but 
the horses suddenly bolted onto the 
track with the consequence that the 
engine caught the democrat a smash:

Mr. W.G, Mueller, who met his 
death last Wednesday atternoon by a 
collision with the north bound after. 
noon train, was born in Nugold, 
Wurtemburg, Germany, in 1852, and 
consequently at the time of his death 
was sPyears ofage. In 1882 he mi- 
grated from his native country to 
Massachusetts. U. S. A., where he 
resided for two years; after which he 
moved to Hespeler, Ont., where he 
lived with his family for 17 years, 
coming to Alberta and settling in this 
district in nis late home in 1901, Mr. 
Mueller was married in 1882 to Mary 
Lutz, his widow. Deceased leaves to 
mourn his sudden death besides his 
wife four sons, four daughters, one 
brother and three sisters, besides a 
host of sorrowing friends.
